4 Basement exemption: A habitable portion of a building that is below grade may be exempted if the habitable portion does not extend beyond the first-story footprint
and is below natural or finished grade, whichever is lower; and it is surrounded by natural grade for at least 50% of its perimeter wall area and the finished floor of the
first story is not more than three feet above the average clevation at the intersections of the minimum front yard setback line and the side property lines.

S Habitable Attic exemption: A habitable portion of an attic may be exempted if: 1) The roof above it is not a flat or mansard roof and has a slope of 3 to 12 or
greater; 2) It is fully contained within the roof structure; 3) It has only one floor; 4) It does not extend beyond the footprint of the floors below; 5) It is the highest
habitable portion of the building, or a section of the building, and adds no additional mass to the structure; and 6) Fifty percent or more of the area over 5 feet has a
ceiling height of seven feet or less.
